MUCH 
ACCOMPLISHED 
DESPITE 
SENATE'S LONG FIGHT OVER 
THE PEACE TREATY. 


SOME BIG THINGS GO OVER 


Chief Problems for Congress to Solve 
in Regular Session Are Return of 
Railways and Army and Merchant 
Marine Policies. 


By JAMES P. HORNADAY. 
Washington.—Tills special session of 
congress which began 
last 
May 
is 
drawing to an end. Under the Consti­ 
tution the regular long session will 
open Monday, December I. 
A 
long 
session may continue one year without 
a break and the probability is that 
there 
will 
be 
work 
for 
congress 
throughout the calendar year 
1920. 
All the legislation begun during tills 
special session and unfinished at its 
close will still be alive when the new 
session comes on. It is foreseen that a 
great deal of unfinished business will 
go over to the regular session. Tills is 
due largely to the fact that the senate 
since It received the treaty of peace 
with Germany on the loth of lost July 
lias not found much time for business 
that did not relate to the treaty. The 
hope is being very generally expressed 
both in the senate and in the house 
that tile senate will dlsjiose of the 
treaty before this session comes to an 
etui. and thus open the way for Hie 
consideration of the many domestic 
questions that are listed on the legis­ 
lative calendar, 
In spite of tim fact that foreign af­ 
fairs have absorbed the attention of 
tile senate almost exclusively during 
the present session, some important 
legislative action lias been concluded. 
When the session came together the 
legislative leaders promised action on 
these questions without delay: 
The 
constitutional 
amendment 
extending 
the right of suffrage to women and leg­ 
islation returning the telegraph, tele­ 
phone and cable, lines to their owners. 
The constitutional amendment was put 
through the two houses within 15 days 
after the session opened and the tole 
graph, telephone and cable lines were 
turned hack to their owners under an 
act approved July ll. 
Other Important Legislation. 
The two houses have also concurred 
in amendments to the wartime food 
control law designed to strengthen Hie 
arm of tile government in dealing with 
the high cost of living. 
Legislation 
providing more liberal provisions for 
the vocational training and rehabilita­ 
tion of wounded soldiers and making 
liberal appropriations for that work 
has also been completed, and there lias 
been 
passed 
a 
comprehensive 
hill 
amending the war risk act and libera*
